Among
a group of negro "hands" at work in
the field, the preacher can readily be

singled out by the tall silk hat which
he wears, dented and dilapidated, It ii

true, but still conveying an Impression
of dignity unmistakable, contrasted
with the tattered caps and crownless
straw hats of his associates. Among
a group assembled for eport or for the
observance of some social function, the
preacher, by reason of his pretentious
speech and painstaking assumption of
dignity, Is equally conspicuous.

The "tocat preacher" is seldom educat
ed. He is d, and by dint
of much conning of the spelling-boo- k

anidi a close Imitation of the words and
manners of more advanced divines, he
is able to read a very impressive chap
ter from the Bible, the obscurity of
meaning In certain passages not being
remarked by the congregation, or. If

remarked, attributed to a superior wis.
dom Which they never hope to emu
late. As for the sermons he mus
preach, the eulogies he must pronounce,
the prayers he must make, he has but
little trouble on that score, what he
lacks in learning being more than com
pensated for by a tide of fervid elo
quence as convincing as It is unrestrain
ed.

The "local preacher" Is distinct from
his authorized colleague of the confer
ence, who is appointed to preach only
two or three times a month, administer
Communion, take up collections, and
perform such other exalted services as
shall please him. Upon the "local
preacher" devolve the more active du
ties of the pastorate, the adjustment of
conjugal disputes, the spiritual com
forting of the sick, the conducting of

prayer and other meetings. It Is his
province to turn transgressors out of

revival. He marries the pair who have
not the wherewithal to purchase his
magic words, and agrees to wait until
cotton-pickin- g time for his pay. Often

the not only buries the dead, but makes
the simple coffin which hold's them, ana
again agrees to wait for compensation.

Tho Traveling Invalid,
From Harper's Baaar.

A few months ago a very frail suf
ferer was to be transported a distance
of about one hundred and seventy-fiv- e

miles in a direction which usually In

volved three changes of cars. In the
days when the daughter of the wealth
lest citizen of Rhode Island was con
veyed on a litter, not even her father'
entire fortune could- have purchased for
her any greater ease, or have shortened
the time of the toilsome Journey.

In this case the "Invalid, car" proved
to be an ordinary parlor car, about one
third of which was set apart and. ar
ranged as a bedroom. In this bed
room was, not a sofa, but a genuine
oca, Droaa and generoUB of propor
tions and luxurious in all its appoint
ments, and five or six chairs for the
other members of the party, should
tnere De so many, it may be paren
thetlcally remarked, that, as a rule, the
fewer there are of these the better for
the invalid. A good nurse and one or
two friends to come In occasionally,
one at a time, and give a cheerful word,
are far better than more. The room
Is well ventilated, and as much or as
little draught as desired may be se
cureda thing not always possible In
a private house. Connecting with the
bedroom, and belonging exclusively to
It, Is a toilet-roo- m containing every
convenience, Including a supply of hot
as well as cold water, and a porter is
always at hand when needed

In Buch a car, in perfect Isolation
and with every home comfort, the frail
est Invalid may be transported thou
sands of miles with little if any more
fatigue than If remaining at home, and
all the while enjoying the great bene
fits of change of air and scene. The
only additional comfort which could be
Imagined is a gas or electric stove, on
which, on a long journey, the nurss

The nasty mess! The literal transla
tlon of bouillabaisse is "boiled down," I

anaj now, after many years of simmer-
ing indignation agalnBt this uncouth
and, I believe, unwholesome dish, I boll
over. I denounce 'bouillabaisse as a
barbarous, greasy and bilious com

pound. It is not the outcome of a clv--

tllzedl kitchen. It is a smuggler's dish
a pirate's one; and this I intend to

prove by demonstration. I own that
I have "been somewhat of a hypocrite In
the matter. I nave given recipes for
bouillabaisse In various publications.

Landing at Marseilles from India
eight years ago, I took a party of ladies
to partake of bouillabaisse at Koufol- -
on s, tne Kesturant oe la Keserve,
on the Cornice road. One lady threw
up the sponge after the first two spoon
fuls; another said that she liked it, but
In eating it she made the most horrible
grimaces that ever distorted a pretty
face, and another fair dame was posi
tively ill after the repast.

Before going further I may as well
state explicitly what boulllabaissse Is
and how it is prepared. There are two
ways of cooking bouillabaisse. For the
first you prepare the coarse whiting of
the Mediterranean haddock, and. two
other fish called "grondln" and "ras
casse." Then you put into a large
stewpan an onion cut into dice, a clove
of garlic minced as fine as possible,
some minced parsley, a piece of orange
peel, salt, pep.per and saffron, and a
wine-glassf- ul of coldi water for each
guest who is to partake of the pottage.
Then pour in an ample quantity of
olive oil. When these ingredients have
been mixed- put In your fish, from which
you must carefully exclude all oleagin
ous sorts, such as mackerel, sardines
and lampreys. Then set your stew
pan on a very brisk fire a coal fire be-

ing in this case preferable to a Charcoal
one. The mixture should boll for a
quarter of an hour. 'Provencal house-
wives declare that a "marmite," Or

earthen pipkin, Is better than a copper
or iron stewpan, since metals always
exhale a slight odor which interferes
with the flavor of the bouillabaisse.

The second mode of preparing bouil
labaisse is as follows: You may choose
oily fish, such as mackerel, sardines
and latwpreyB. To these you add that
big and badly bred' brotherly-in-la- w of
the lobster, the "langouste" or craw
fish. Cut your fish In slices and lay
them In the stewpan with, leeks, garlio
and oil, a wineglassful of water for each
guest and. then boll rapidly for a quar-
ter of an hour. You will have left a
quantity of greasy fish soup reeking
with garlic. Pour this precious gruel
over slices of bread and serve the soup
and the flah separately. At Marseilles,
at the tables of wealthy merchants and
shipowners, what is known as "aristo-
cratic bouillabasae" is served. Be-

fore the fish is boiled the slices
are browned for about five minutes.

The paper to be used in1 the manufac
ture must be good, strong ana ratner
long-fibre- it must also be free from
knots and Irregularities, and If there be
any such they must be planed off. If
they should be overlooked they would
Interfere with the proper use of the
sandpaper: the knots would protrude
through the glue, and little ridges and
channels would result,, making it im
possible to smooth off a surface evenly
with the paper.

The paper la cut Into large sheets,
spread on work tables, fastened down,
and then painted, by means of a large
brush, with a thin, even coat of hot
rlue. If the glue is too thin and the

paper of baa quality, tne giue scans
Into the paper, so that which remains is
not of sufficient consistency to hold the
glass. Thus Tesults a sandpaper from
whieh the glass easily rubs off, or
which, In places, has no glass at all, or
not enough. This is notably the case
with the coarser varieties, In which the
layer of glue must be put on with ex
ceeding care that the relatively large
fragments of glass, which can in no
manner be soaked with the. binding ma
torial.-ma- be held fast In it. On the
other hand, if the layer of glue Is too
thick or the consistence too viscous, the
outer part hardens too quickly, so that
the glass powder cannot embed itself in
it.

When the glue has been spread on the
paper the powdered glass must be sift
ed on through an appropriate sieve.
This operation also requires considera-
ble skill, though not so much as the
spreading of the glue. For the glass
must not be sifted merely In such a
manner as to use a given quantity to ft
sheet, but so that each sheet may be
covered evenly. Even then all the pow-
der will not stick, and some of the par-
ticles He upon others without touching
the glue; these can be shaken off by a
slight movement of the paper. Vhen
the superfluous glass powder has been
removed a wooden roller is passed light-
ly over the paper to press the particles
of glass as firmly as possible into the
glue and to form a. perfectly even sur-
face.
